DAINTY DISHES FOR INVALIDS. 


If ever attention is necessary in pre- 
paring food, surely it is most needed in 


the preparation of food for those who | 


ars in iil-heaith and suffering from the | 
Capriciousness uf appetite that is al- 
most inseparable from it. Upom those, 
who prepare the meals of an inva- 
lid it cannot be too strongly urged. 
that cleanliness, daintiness and 


promptitude in serving, are absolutely | 


indispen<able. 
carefully observed, will insure the in- 
terest of the patient, the last will ren- 
der the food wholesome ; for all dishes 
Should be served as soon as ready—hot 
dishes thoroughly hot aad iced ones 
wha completely iced. 

As a rule an invalii’s appetite has to 
be tempted. It is not a wise plan to 
constantly bother the patient regard- 
ing his bill of fare. By a little tact 
and adroit questix ning, favorite dishes 
can easily be discovered, and an invalid 


amount of nourishment by finding 
some tempting morsel unexpectedly 
placed before him; whereas, if ques- 
tioned immediately beforehand he 
would ia all probability have declared 
he ‘was not hungry and did not care 
for anything.” 

As so much sickorss is rife during 
this time of the year, we will give 
a few recipes for invalid dishes, with 
the hope that they may Suggest some- 
thing new to those in charge of the 
sick oues of their homes. 

Iceland Moss Jelly—Wash about two 
ounces of the moss in cold water,then 
place it in three pints of cold water, 
and boil this gently over the fire un- 
til about a third of the liquid has eva 


porated. Strain it upcn removal from 
the fire, and allow it to thoroughly 
set Lefore serving. ‘A teacupful of 
this is the most strengthening jelly 
that ao invalid can take. 

A Cutlet for an Invalid—Have a nice 
cutlet, cut thinly, from a loin of mut- 
ton, remove all fat fromt, ani put in- 
to a Sstew-pan with two teacupsful of 
water, a very small cut-up stick of 
celery, and pepper and salt to taste. 
Let the cutlet simmer very gently for 
nearly two hours, andibe careful to re- 
move al] fat that may rise to the sur- 
face as the meat cooks. The water 
must boil gently, otherwise the meat 
Will aot become sufficiently tender to 
suit the sick person’s digestion. 

Beef Essence with Cream—Cut up a 
pound of lean stake and pound each 
portion with the flat of a silver spoon 
upon a dish, so that the juice may be 
extracted. Then mix a tablespoonful 
of the meat fluid with a teaspoonful of 
fresh cream and a flavoring of salt or 
Sugar, according to the taste of the 
patient. Give a teaspoonful of this 
mixture every hour or so. It is ex- 
tremely nourishing, but must be made 
fresh every day. 

To Cook Fish for an Invalid—Select. 
a small, quite fresh whitefish; clean it, 
and place it in a fruit jar with a table- 
spoonful of milk and asprig of parsley. 
Close the jar completely, and let it re- 
main in a saucepan of boiling water 
for half an hour. Serve upon a small 
dish, with a pretty garnish of freshly 
washed parsley. 

Sago Milk—Soak three tablespoonfuls 
of sago in acup of cold water for 
wbout an hour; add three cups of boil- 
Log milk, sweeten slightly, and simmer 
slowly for another half hour, Serve 
warm with a slight flavoring of nut- 
meg, if it is oot distasteful to the 
patvant. 


VARICUS PLANT FOODS. 
An easy way of supplying house 


plants with leaf mould is to take the 
yellow leaves and useless seed ves- 
sels that are plucked from the plant, 
roll them in little wads and thrust 
them down into the soil, there to decay 
and supply nutriment. But this can- 
not be done with all plants, especially 
those which are grown in small pots. 

Yor instance the fuchsia is a complete 
mat of roots which often lick the sides 
of the pot, and are apparently tempted 
to try the upper air, but it thrives and 
flourishes well even if its feet are 
pinched. Of course, if the buds grow 
too slender or frail, or if the leaves 
turn yellow and drop, a larger crock 
must be granted it, but even in that 
case there will not long be room for 
much burying of wilted leaves, as smal! 
pots are the rule for that plant. 

For such cases other ways of assist- 
ing plant growth must be resorted to. 
A concentrated, neat and useful plant 
food comes in twenty-five-cent pack- | 
ages and the fuchsias respond to it 
readily. Odorous but equally efficaci- 
ous stimulants can be supplied from the 
hen-roost and horse stable. Use with 
discretion, of course, especially upon 
plants of the bulbous rooted sort; Am- 
ary!lis Johbnsonii wiil scarcely bear any- 
thing of the kind. but callas will pro 
fit by 4 generous amount. é : 

Puchsins , pet&inias, geraniums in 
smali pots, heliotropes and abutilons 
are all heavy feeders. 

Hera is a double petunia with twenty- 
four blossoms, like little pink roses, and 
scores of buds on every side, that last 
summer was but three small slips in a 
four-inch pot.

If you care to try the experiment for ' 
one season, place in a window one or | 
two stocky little geraniums that have |

No such diggings as thse in the best 
gulcbes of California in early days, 
and in Australia, Montana, Idaho and 
Colorado have been discovered, al- 
though hundreds of creeks have been 
prospected, and probably not less than 
ten thousand claims have been located 
in Alaska snd the Northwest. 

There is nothing so remarkable in 
the pay found in Eldorado, the richest 


best pans found there do not compare 
with many that were found in Calffor- 
nia and elsewhere.

The C.P.R. has 
cost the western farmer twenty- 
five million acres of land and 
twenty-five million dollars in hard 
cash, and in view of this fact it 
seems only reasonable that they 
should be allowed the privilege of 
shipping their grain in the way that 
will bring them the most money 
and selling it on a free and open 
market. if they lose by so doing 
they have nobody to blame ; but 
we venture the opinion that after 
the average farmer has spent a 
year’s labor on a field of wheat he 
can be trusted to sell it in the best 
market and get the highest price 
obtainable. 

There has been for some weeks a 
Bill before Parliament dealing with 
the monopoly clause, and it looks as 
though it would become law despite 
the lobbying against it. It has the 
unanimous support of the western 
Members. Mr. Sifton and the 
Minister of Agriculture are as 
usual with the farmers. The people 
are watching with interest the 
progress it is making and hope by 
next season they will be free to ship 
their grain direct if they choose.

The Senate’s action in throwing 
out the Yukon Bill has been made 
the occasion of an almost universal 
attack upon that body as a Can- 
adian institution; not because it 
rejected the bill, but because its 
action shows how that body,—com- 
posed of less than a hundred worn- 
out politicians,representing nothing 
and nobody,—can thwart the will 
of the people and check legislation 
passed in the commercial interests 
of the country.

ELECTIONS 1X THE GOOD OLD 
TIMES. 


A great number of people are inclined 
to look upon political elections— especin|- 
ly Dominion elections—ns exceedingly 
corrupt affsire ; but the perusal of the 
following from a Belfast (Ireland) ex- 
change will probsbly convince the pessi- 
mist that they are not so bad after all : 


Writing of the Oxfordshire election 
in 1754, Walpole informs Sir Horace 
Mann: “A knowing lawyer said to- 
day that, with purchasing tenures, votes, 
and carrying on the election and 
petition, £55,000 will not pay the 
whole expenses.” If itis costly to 
contest a county, it is eqazally costly to 
contest a borough. In 176] we find 
an exact accountof the articles con- 
sumed at dinner by the voters of a 
smal! borough only on the day of elect-.

In the 
memotrs of Sir Foxwell Buxton we read 
how it was at Weymouth during an 
election. “ This isthe sixth day of 
pulling,” writes Mr. Buxton, “ and. 
there is every probability of six days 
more. The election is carried on with 
the utmost violence, and at monstrous 
expense. It is said that spends

The biographer of Tom Duncombe 
tells us that, having bribed handsomely 
at Hertford, he seeured a majority.

One 
thing which increased imaterinily the 
expense of elections was the time they 
lasted. In 1784 the contest for West 
minster, which ended in the return of 
Mr. Fox, extended over forty days,and 
was followed by a scrutiny which lasted 
through nearly two months,

The annual report of the Saperinten 
dent-General of Indian Aftairs, the 
Hon. Clifford Sifton, for the year end- 
ing 30th of June 1897, has been printed. 
In his report to the Minister, Mr. J. 
A. Smart, the deputy, considers it a 
matter of cungratulation that no port- 
ion of the Indian population had suf 
fered any serious hardship or reverse 
during the year. With regard to the 
refugee Crees, deported from Montana 
and repatriated in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, the efforts to encourage them 
to resume the pursuit of agriculture 
have been partially successful. A good 
many, however, have wandered away 
again. The Indians in British Colum- 
bia, the Territuries and Manitoba are

The earnings of 
the Indians throughout the Pominion 
are put down at about $2,400. The 
amount expended for relief is gradually 
becoming less, last year it being $190, 
817. In dealing with the questions of 
temperar.ce and morality, the report 
states that taking all the circumstances 
into consideration, including a predis- 
position to indulge in strong drink, it 
reflects credit upon the Indians as @ 
people that temperance prevades them 
to the extent it does. During the year 
285 Indian schools were in operation 
throughou’ the Dominion, with an en- 
rollment of 9,628 pupils, and an aver- 
age attendance of 55 per cent. The 
day schools number 232, with an en- 
rollment of 6,877, and an average 
attendance of 46 percent, There were 
22 industrial schools, with an average 
attendance of 1,550, costing $212,000. 
TheGovernwent expenditure upon eda 

cation during the year was $306,953, 
and the report recommended caution 
with regard to any further increase to 
this expenditure, which increased be- 
tween the years 1880 and 1890 from 
$18,000 to $250,000. Of the 673 
islands in the River St. Lawrence, the 
property of the Indiana, placed in the 
market in July, 1894, 205 had. been 
disposed of for $36,463. The balance 
buve for the present been withdrawn 
from sale. The reorganization of the 
department, which took place during 
the year, the change of the Indian 

Cowmissioner's office from Regina to 
Winnipeg, the abolition of the In 

spector’s office at Winnipeg, the 
creation of inspectorates and the dis 
pensing with, clerks at various agencies, 
ns well as the reduction of salaries, 
which were considered unnecessarily 

high, etfected a saving of $27,000 a year 
without any detriment to efficiency.

istrength of what the torpedo boats can 
do. many believe that torpedo boat.war- 
far: is doubtlessly the most terrible 
“boomerang” style of fighting con- 
ceivable. The crew may annihilate 
scatter to the skies an opposing force, 
and in a few instances live to tell about 
it. It is many chances to one, how- 
ever, that they will themselves die in 
the ruim they have wrought, victims 
of their own patriotic bravery. 

So little is there to make life bearable 
on these torpedo boats that in the Eng- 
lish navy they are obliged to pick men 
for torpedo boat service and give in- 
creased pay to the entire crew and of- 
ficers of the flotilla. 

It is impossibie vo avold this discom- 
fort. The torpede boats are construct- 


ed primarily for speed and their light- 
ness, marrow beam and shallow 
draught, while enabling them to make 
fair speed. in calm weather, makes them 
almost uninhabitable in bad weather. 

In a recent trip of a torpedo boat 
across thea Atlantic it was found im- 
pombe for days at a time to light a 

ire im the cook’s quarters. The offic- 
ers were s0 t 

CRAMPED IN THEIR CABINS 
That they were forced to sit with their 
feet propped up against the sides of 
the boat. Every one on board, during 
rough weather, was hurled’ from side 
to side of the narrow steel tube until 
all were a mass of bruises and contusl- 
ons. To cag their troubles they slept 
with the unpleasant knowledge that be- 
neath them were stored explosives suf- 
ficient to blow them beyoud the clouds. 

The discomforts in time of peace are 
bad enough, but in war times the tor- 
pedo boats may well be called the for- 
lorn hope of the fleet. Enough has 
been seen of the dangers to show what 
; Smal! chance there is of the boat’s crew 
| living through a torpedo duel. The 
most tragical event of recent 
naval battles in which a torpedo boat 
took part occurred. on the night fol- 
lowing the battle of the Yalu, when 
the Chinese ships had sought shelter 
im a convenient bay, with only a small 
outlet to the sea. Through this open- 
ing a Japanese torpedo boat stole dur- 
ing the night to the attack. The com- 
mandrr of the Chinese vessel, Ting- 
| Yuen, and a number of the crew, were 
lon deck, expecting some attack. When 
signaled by other vessels that the tor- 
pedo boat had been sighted the Ting- 
Yuen began to fire in the direction 
whence she came.

Hospiccs have been built 
through ut Russia and at Jerusalem, 
where the pilgrims have free accommc- 
dation for o period not exceeding 
twelve months. They walk from all 
parts of Russ’a, s me of them even as 
far as the Waite Sea to Udessa, where 


they take st-amer for Jaffa. Thence 
oa & Jerusalem, where they wait un- 
ti t Saturday Lefore Epiphany. 


On that day both men and wemen 
walk in thousands down the twenty 
miles of continually descending road 
to Jerico, where they encamp for the 
night. 

n the Sunday the whole troop, head- 
ed by the Bishop, g on to the Jordan, 
and after the Bishop has blessed the 
waters they fill bottles, tin kettles. 
and. in fact, any available vessel with 
Jordan water, and most of them, men 
and women alike, taking no notice 
whatever of the thousands of Arabs, 
Jews, Greeks, Mobammedans, and even 
English and Americafi tourists with 
cameras who are there, calmly dive§t 
themse]ves of clothing, and putting 
on theis shrouds and crossing them- 
selves three times, stumb!e placidly 
down tbe muddy river banks in the 
cold waters of the Jordan. 

There is a strong contrast between 
the broad, simple, honest-lcoking coune 
tenances of thé Russians and the keen 
and crafty faces of the wily Arabs by 
whom they are surrcunded. There is
